Earlier this month, the Greater 
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Chamber president, was pleased with 
the large turnout for the event. 

Chuck McClosky, project manager 
for Northwest Airlines, served as the 
tour guide for the Chamber group. 

According to McClosky, the new 
midfield terminal (recently named for 
Wayne County Executive Edward H. 
McNamara) is extremely large, but its 
layout is simple and will be easy for 
visitors to grasp. The main entry fea- 
tures 106 ticket stations — 53 on each 
side of the doors. As visitors walk north, 
they will observe a large common area 
with restaurants and shops two floors 
lower. McClosky indicated that the mer- 
chants of these establishments have 
agreed to keep their rates in line with 
those charged at outside establish- 
ments, and that "secret shoppers" will 
work continuously to check out and 
compare prices. 

Continuing north, visitors will come 
to an enormous gate area, which 
stretches out in either direction as far as 
the eye can see. Indoor rail cars will 
facilitate passenger travel alongthe mile 
length of Concourse A, taking passen- 
gers from one point to any other in four 
minutes or less, with a pick-up wait time 
of no more than two minutes at any 
stop. 

McClosky reported that the exact 
time of terminal change-over has not 
been established, but when it does oc- 
cur, itshould be implemented ina single 


night so that the new terminal can begin 
handling all traffic he next erg 
it Othe 31 hig gh id hts —— 

7 nple ‘mea ures two maior | 
square feet in area, with a terminal, 
connecting link, three concourses, 
and a connecting passenger tunnel. 
The facility boasts a total of 97 gates 
(64 jet gates on Concourse A, eight 
jet gates on Concourse B, and 25 
commuter gates on Concourse C). 
A total of 1.5 miles of moving walk- 
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ways make visitor travel easier.

tures 11 domestic and seven inter- 
national claim carousels. 
A404-room Westin hotel will be con- 
nected to the terminal (target comple- 
tion date: September 2002). 

The terminal willbe owned by Wayne 
County and used by Northwest Air- 
lines and its partners, in addition to 
international carriers British Airways, 
KLM, and Lufthansa. 


Another new feature is the indoor rail system that will allow passengers 
to traverse the mile-long Concourse A (with 64 jet gates) in four minutes, 
Passengers will wait no more than two minutes at any stop for the next 
available rail car.

There But for the Grace of God ...

There is asuperstition that celebrity 
deaths come in bunches of three. This 
last week, across the country, a trio of 
accidents involving dangerous chemi- 
cals caused at least five deaths and 
disrupted thousands of lives in a num- 
ber of communities. 

Locally, in Riverview, a leaking rail- 
road tank car filled with the highly flam- 
mable chemical methyl! merecaptan 
exploded and caught fire. Three work- 
ers were killed outright and several had 
to be treated for inhalation of fumes. 
Residents from portions of four commu- 
nities were evacuated for several hours. 

In Pennsylvania, another railroad 
tank car exploded, killing two workers. 

In Baltimore, a 62-car CSX freight 
train derailed in a tunnel. Several cars 
caught fire and another leaked hydro- 
chloric acid. The smoke and intense 
heat from the fire prevented firefighters 
from attacking it for nearly two days. 
Traffic was snarled in the city for days 
and even the Internet was affected as 
cables in the tunnel melted. 

As bad as these tragedies were, 
they could have been much worse. In 
Riverview, a railroad tank car contain- 
ing chlorine was being emptied when 
heat from the fire melted the connecting 
tube. Luckily, an automatic shutoff valve 
prevented dispersion of deadly chlorine 
vapors. 

In Baltimore, several cars carrying 
equally dangerous chemicals did not 
become involved in the fire. 

In communities across the country, 
residents were (or should have been) 
saying, “There but for the grace of God 
go we.” Transportation and storage of 
dangerous chemicals is a daily occur- 
rence throughout the nation. It is prob- 
ably a minor miracle that more cata- 
strophic accidents don't occur. 

In Romulus, for instance, anumber 
of companies transport and store ex- 
tremely dangerous chemicals, includ- 
ing the deadly chemical chlorine. Daily, 
a CSX train similar to the one in Balti- 
more rumbles through the heart of town. 


Some residents have labeled it "the 


death train.” 

Another company transports and 
stores (underground) millions of gal- 
lons of liquid propane, a highly flam- 
mable petroleum product with explo- 
sive vapors. The airport receives and 
stores highly volatile jet airplane fuel. 
Thanks to a compliant congress, the 
petroleum-based products are noteven 
classified as "hazardous." 

The reader may have noticed that 
this writer has not until now used the 
phrase “hazardous wastes." There has 


been arunning 10-year battle in Romu- 
lus to stop the operation of an Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems (EDS) deep 
well that would inject liquid industrial 
wastes into a rock formation almost a 
mile below the surface. The wastes are 
classified as "hazardous" by the U.S. 
government. The stated fear is that, 
although the possibility is remote, the 
wastes could escape the rock formation 
and contaminate the drinking-water 
supply some 4,000 feet above. 

Local politicians have unashamedly 
called the industrial wastes the most 
dangerous chemicals known to man. 
This despite testimony they heard from 
the chemical expert on the Site Review 
Board that the wastes EDS would be 
allowed to process, if spilled, would not 
explode, would not emit toxic fumes, 
would notcatch fire, andcouldnot cause 
evacuations. 

Perhaps the most demagogic state- 
ment made was by mayoral assistant 
Dave Cox ata press conference held by 
gubernatorial candidate David Bonior 
at the proposed well site. Cox, who was 
recalled from his City Council seat in 


Westland recently, said that Romulus 


wouldhave to spend significant amounts 
of money to train and equip a hazard- 


ous-materials responseteamifthe EDS | 


well was allowed to go into operation. 

While this writer does not contest 
the need for such a team, despite the 
existence of county and downriver "haz- 
mat" teams, to suggest that only the 
proposed well would make it necessary 
is political pandering of the worst kind 
on fears generated by years of exag- 
geration and outright disinformation. 

Hopefully, the city will not prove that 
with acatastrophic event fromthe much 
more dangerous chemicals abounding 
in the community.

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Medicare Needs Missing Piece

Thirty-six years ago on Monday, 
July 30, the legislation that created 
Medicare was signed into law. Since 
that day, Medicare has been the corner- 
stone of health-care coverage for Ameri- 
cans age 65 and older as well as for 
younger, disabledAmericans. Medicare 
has relieved families of the financial 
burden they would face if a loved one 
needed expensive care and has helped 
dramatically reduce poverty among 
older Americans. 

Today, prescription drugs are an 
essential part of good medical treat- 
ment. Drug therapies that were not avail- 
able when Medicare began in 1965 are 
now commonly used to prevent and 
treat virtually every majorillness. These 
drugs can substitute for, or even allow 
patients to avoid, more expensive hos- 
pitalization or surgery. Medicare covers 
the cost of surgery. It does not cover 
prescription drugs. It is time to modern- 
ize Medicare. 

Eighty percent of today's retirees 
use a prescription drug every day. But 
the group that relies on prescription 
drugs the most — Americans over age 
65 — is the least likely to have drug 
coverage to help with the cost. Only one 
in four large employers offers retiree 
health coverage, and of those employ- 
ers that do offer retiree benefits, more 
than a quarter do not offer drug cover- 
age to Medicare-eligible retirees. Al- 
most half of Medicare beneficiaries who 
spent $1,000 or more out-of-pocket on 
prescription drugs in 1999 were among 
those who had some type of prescrip- 
tion drug coverage. Only 400,000 of 
today's 40 million Medicare beneficia- 
ries have Medigap policies that provide 
some drug benefit. 

The bottom line is: Prescription 
drugs are not a luxury, but for many, 
they cost as much. Increasing need, 
high drug prices, and inadequate insur- 
ance coverage pose serious problems 
for today's Medicare beneficiaries. A 
chronic health problem that requires 
some of the most expensive prescrip- 
tion drugs can deplete a retiree's finan- 
cial resources. Some beneficiaries are 
forced to choose between food and 
their medication. It's anational disgrace. 

The President's recent actions add 
real momentum to achieving aprescrip- 
tion drug benefit in Medicare. Adding 
prescription drug coverage to Medicare 
is AARP's top legislative priority and we 
are encouraged that the President is 
placing it high on the nation's agenda. 
The pharmacy discount card for Medi- 


care beneficiaries is a positive step to- 
ward such a benefit, but it is not a 
substitute. While the prescription drug 
discount card can help create the 
mechanisms needed to implement pre- 
scription drug insurance coverage in 
Medicare, AARP believes prescription 
drug coverage in Medicare will continue 
to be crucial and we are redoubling our 
efforts to bring this about. 

AARP is declaring July 30 as "Medi- 
care Monday” to celebrate the thirty- 
sixth anniversary of Medicare and to 
callattention to the critical missing piece 
— a prescription drug benefit that all 
Medicare beneficiaries will be able to 
purchase whether they choose to stay 
in the traditional Medicare-fee-for-ser- 
vice program or move into a more mod- 
ernized program. We are holding a host 
of events throughout Michigan and 
across the country and have launched 
an aggressive online advocacy project. 
We invite you to join us at www.aarp.ora/ 
prescriptiondrugs. 

On Medicare Monday, AARP vol- 
unteers will visit the local offices of each 
member of the Michigan Congressional 
delegation to bring the message di- 
rectly to each. We will present them with 
Medicare birthday cakes — but with a 
piece missing. The missing piece will 
represent the missing prescription drug 
benefit. In August, we will hold special 
events in several cities. 

As a nation, we need to be firmly 
committed to the creation of a voluntary 
Medicare prescription drug benefit that 
is available to and affordable for all 
beneficiaries. To be financially stable, 
the program will need adequate gov- 
ernment contribution to make the pre- 
miums affordable for most beneficia- 
ries, even those with modest incomes. 
Prescription drug coverage must be part 
of an improved Medicare program. Let's 
stand together and demand that Con- 
gress andthe President keep their prom- 
ises to enact a voluntary, affordable 
prescription drug benefit for everyone 
in Medicare.
